HAT the ſeveral Colonels having ſtopped our of 
the Subliſtence of the Non-Commiſſion Officers, 


_ and private Men, ſeveral Summs Of Money ; 
as well for Tranſports, Stores, Tents and Arms, Debts in 
Quarters, Recruit Horſes in breland, Mounting-Money, 
Tent and Tent Equipages, Baggage Horſes, Powder and 
Ball, Change Of Money, Contingencies and other Matters 
in Ireland and Flanders, ſince His Majeſty's firſt Landing in 
England : As alſoan Account of the Off-reckonings, the Be- 
nefit of His Majeſty s and Her late Majeſty's Bounty, which 
they were forced to allow by ſigning extorted Receipts. 


It ts therefore with all Submiſſion humbly offered to this Honourable 
Houſe, 7hat fince the Penalties already made by the ſeveral Afts, do 
wot Aﬀect the Colonels, &c. That a Clauſe, or Clauſe made, may be 
inſerted in the At now making, as followeth, viz. 


TI. That all the extorted Diſcharges given to Erronious 
 Accompts, and all the Illegal Deduttinn may he abſolutely 


made void and of none Effect. : 

II. That full Power be given, as well tro compel the Colo- 
nels and Agents to Accompt with their Captains ; as alfo 
the Captains ro Accompt with the Non-Commuſhon Ofhcers 
and private Men, both for their Subſiſtence and Off-reckon- 
ings, and to Clear them as far as received, according to the 
AR of Parliament and Eſtabliſhment. 

IT. That Power may be farther given, to ſend for Perſons, 
Papers and Records : And to Adnuniſter Oaths for Proof of 
the Vouchers, 0c. Which ſhall be produc'd to prove the 
illegal Charge, and the cxtorted Diſcharges between Colo- 
nel, Agent and Captain, and Non-Commuſſion Offices, and 
private Men ; and all other that have any Claim therein. 

TV. That cach Non-Commilſlion Officer and Soldier, who 
are intitled to the Premiſes, may have the Benefit of his 
Horſe, or yalue according to His Majeſty's Order, upon 
the reducing and disbanding of the Army ; together with the 
Bounties to be paid them, in and before the Year, 1692. 


Wherefore in regard, the ſaid Noa-Commiſſion Officers a#d Private Soldi- 
ers in General, are reduced 10 a very mean and low Condition for want 
of their juſt Due : Do therefore moſt humbly offer the Matters aforeſaid 
to Tour Honowrs ſerious Conſideration, hoping through Tour great Wiſdom 
and accuſtomed Juſtice to be relieved therein. And they ſhall ever pray. 
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
